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FSM Leader 
Warns Against 
Limiting Speech 


SSC students who advocated the 
stormy Free Speech Movement 
demonstrations that disrupted the 
UC Berkeley campus in November 
got a boost last week when FSM 
leader Mario Savio spoke in 
Sacramento. 

He warned any future attempts to 
limit student's right of advocacy on 
on Berkeley campus would lead to 
more sitins and demonstrations. 

Savio postulated the problems and 
results of the protest before a large 
audience in attendance at a forum 
sponsored by the Young Democrats 
of Sacramento. 

Savio said he feels the FSM 
achieved its goal at Berkeley. 
Students now have the right to advo- 
cate political issues on campus with 
minimum campus restriction. 

The success, however, does not 
apply to the 700 students being tried 
before the tribunal. The demon- 
strators, charged with the misde- 
meanor of trespassing, were given 
jail sentences exceeding the usual 
dictate of a small fine, Savio said. 

Savio also told the audience the 
penal code used for arresting 
students does not apply to sitins at 
Sproul Hali that protested the 
destruction of the First Amendament 
to the Constitution. 

Savio contended students were 
being tried for “being moral” (ad- 
vocating freedom of speech) and 
being successful on campus. 


Russions | Offer 
College Course 


American students and teachers, 
through an agreement reached with 
Seviet organizations for cultura! ex- 
change, will be offered a Russian 
language course, to be given this 
summer at Moscow State University. 

The course, designed for students 
who have completed at least one year 
of college Russian, will be taught by 
regular faculty members of the Uni- 
versity. The three weeks study in 
Moscow will be supplemented by 
two weeks touring various Soviet 
Republics, and three weeks in West- 
ern Europe. 

A similar tour will be offered to 
the Balkans, East and West Europe 
and the Soviet Union. It includes 
seminars, interviews with govern- 
ment officials, and lectures at nine 
universities, The emphasis of this 
study tour is on East-West relations; 
industrial and cultural achievements; 
plus attenlance at theatre, art, and 
music festivals. The tours are under 
the academic direction of Prof. $. L. 
Sharp of the School of International 
Service, American University, 
Washington D.C. Further informa- 
tion and detailed program available 
from Travel & Study, Inc., 681 
Lexington Ave., New York, N.Y.

Over Budget Matters 


State House was the scene of an 
active exchange of opinions, ideas, 
and facts Wednesday night. English 
Professor Victor Commerchero in- 
cited discussion following his presen- 
tation of some surprising facts re- 
garding SSC's budget. Principle 
respondents to the professor were 
Ken Olds and John Poswall of the 
Board of Directors. 

Although much of the time was 
spent in exchange of monetary figures 
and percentages, the fundamental 
concern for needed improvements on 
campus was voiced and became the 
dominant topic. 

Commerchero stated: “There is 
no academic community at Sacra- 
mento State.” 

He further expressed concern for 
a continuing depreciation of an SSC 
diploma and insisted this campus 
rust move from the status-quo to 
a vital position in the community. 

Phil Cecchettini of the Cultural 
Programs Committee anil co-.hair- 
man of Forum strengthened the point 
by adding the appalling fact that the 
Sacramento Chamber of Commerce 
in entering the All-America City 
contest did not mention Sacramento 
State in its critique of the city. 

The discussion then turned to the 


Student Union. Ken Olds encouraged 
student participation in the planning 
of phases two and three of the union 
and announced students were wel- 
come at the steering committee meet- 
ings. 

When discussion returned to the 
budget, it was brought out that there 
is a trend in the BOD to lower allo- 
cations as programs become more 
profitable. Thus the activities, 
whether newspaper or cultural 
events, are incapable of extension 
or improvement and must “stagnate” 
in their present position. 

Don Garrett of SSC's debate team 
closed the discussion by saying it was 
the responsibility of the students to 
become better informed and increas- 
ingly more active in campus life. He 
suggested participation in Forum, 
now emerging as a new voice of the 
student.

A fine 
field goal percentage shooter, 
O'Donnell ranks as the club's top 
reserve. 

The Pioacers of Cal State boast 
more of a one-man team. Led by 
Forward Howard Foster, CSC has 
picked up their attack since the pre- 
season games. Now 4-16 overall, 
the Pioneers stand over the Hornets 
with a 4-6 league mark to 3-6 for 
SSC. 

Foster led CSC's 66-61 upset of

For Home Economics Class

Three campus coeds are sharing 
the unique experience of playing 
house and receiving two units in four 
weeks for it. 

Playing house is, however, a totally 
inaccurate description of the respon- 
sibility undertaken by Francene 
Azevedo, Lynda Azevedo and Elaine 
Nagao in their one month residence 
in SSC’s Home Management House. 

Located at the south of the campus 
near Folsom Boulevard, the ranch 
style house was made available this 
semester to give students majoring 
and minoring in home economics the 
Opportunity to put their skills to 
practical use. 

Prerequisite Course 

With its prerequisite course Home 
Management, four weeks in the home 
management house is required for all 
girls graduating with a degree in 
home economics. Married students 
qualify by performing similar tasks 
in their own home. 

The modern dwelling now part of 
campus facilities is usually shared 
by four giris plus an advisor. It fea- 
tures a family room, living room, 
study, utility room, three bedrooms 
and two baths. 

Miss Sharlene Blake, a graduate 
student, is group advisor for the first 
semester use of the on-campus house. 
Beginning in 1956, a house was 
rented in the north area for the girls’ 
use. Miss Doris Beard, assistant pro- 
fessor of home economics, was acting 
advisor. 

Rented Furniture 

At thie time the contemporary 
living room furniture is being rented, 
but other fermishimgs have been col- 
lected over the years the course has 
been in progress. 

During thelr stay, girls are en- 
couraged to use new products and 
equipment not readily available to 
the average homemaker. 

How do you shampoo a rug? How 
do you entertain six neighborhood 
children at a Christmas party? How 
do you prepare dinner for five in 
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half an hour? Home management 
house and its companion course don't 
answer these questions but they do 
explore the thinking process neces- 
sary as the homemaker daily encoun- 
ters new situations like these. 


Miss Beard stated that home manage- 
ment house gives girls “an oppor- 
tunity to make decisions, not keep 
house.” 

Emphasis is placed on setting goals 
and reaching them through intelligent 
approach to problems and efficient 
action. 

Household duties are divided into 
areas of rnanager, assistant manager, 
laundress and housekeeper. The 
manager plans menus, shops and 
cooks. Assistant manager lends a 
hand in preparation for her upcoming 
turn as manager. Positions of laun- 
dress and housekeeper also rotate 
with each girl assuming al! four roles 
before the course is completed. 


Students carry out time and motion 
studies to perfect efficiency in daily 
tasks. They soon find “the way 
mother did it” is not always best. 


Time and Energy 
The girls turn in weekly reports 
summarizing their activitics and how 
they managed time and energy in 
achieving their aims. A final report 
is required stating comprehensive 
gains in the course and a matching up 

of goals and accomplishments. 
Comments from students who have 
completed the course indicate the

value of home management house in 
the home economics curriculum. 

Kathi Casazza of State House said, 
“There is so much to do, I was forced 
to manage my time better .. . The 
scientific approach to problems can 
really be useful.” 

Accomplishment 

Gail Furry, also of State House, 
commented, “I found myself thinking 
of things | had never thought about 
before, alternatives, goals, choices . . 
One of my major accomplishments 
was learning to make things casier 
and less time consuming.” 

Miss Beard emphasized that the 
“overioad of work for two units in 
four weeks is apparent” but that the 
experience is a rewarding one. 

In a final analysis the girls en- 
thusiastically agreed their stay in 
home management house was lots of 
fan. Gail Furry’s exclamation is 
indicative, “I love to talk about Home

Food Service Still Snowed 
Under by Avalanche of Students

“It is getting worse every year.” 
Those are the words of Mrs. Ursuia 
Stanton, Food Service Manager for 
over 12 years at SSC, presenting a 
problem of which students have long 
been aware. 

Mrs. Stanton said that in one day 
the snack bar serves 3368 customers. 
Of those, 2847 pass through the turn- 
stiles by | p.m. Seating capacity of 
the snack bar is 335. 

The situation is the worst in the 
snack bar, Mrs. Stanton said, and it 
is made worse because there is no 
place to shift the excess customers. 
The cafeteria, which has a seating 
capacity of 494, serves 940 people 
between 9 a.m. and | p.m., and, she 
said, “The number of people in staff 
and faculty eating areas rises at the
